BENERAL REMARKS 


We return many thanks to our numerous friends and patrons for the favors 
bestowed upon us in seasons past, and hope to be favored with a continuation of 
their patronage. 

We look for a largely increased trade the coming season, and shall strive in 
the future, as we have in the past, to merit the confidence of our patrons, 

The season just past has not been an entirely successful one. In many loeali- 
ties there have been only partial crops of Strawberries, and prices have been low, 
The failure of crops is principally due to a loss of vigor in the old standard 
varieties, and the low prices are attributable to the inferior quality of many of 
the berries sent to market, Improved varieties, such as ‘*Monarch of the 
West,’? met with ready sale at remunerative and eyen high prices. This and 
other varieties combining large size, flavor, and beauty, together with vigor of 
plant, are rapidly superseding the old varieties. Raspberries and Blackberries 
haye been very abundant, and prices low. 

In this vicinity the earliest varieties of Peaches were almost a total failure, 
Midsummer and late varieties were plentiful, of fine quality, and met with ready 
sale at good prices, Late Peaches in some of the valley counties were a failure, 
Plums and Prunes have been plentiful, and of good quality. 

The Apple and Pear crops have suffered greatly from the ravages of the 
“Ooddling Moth,”’ and our growers must use every possible means to circum- 


vent thisscourge. Among many of the remedies are the following, reeommended 
in ‘*Downing’s Fruits and Fruit Trees of America:” 

Small bonfires lighted through the orchard, in the evening, destroy myriads 
of this and other moths before they have time to deposit their eggs, A simple 
preventive remedy, or method of trapping the insect when in the grub form, 
consists in twisting a band or rope of hay, long enough to pass three or four 
times around the body of the tree, and putting it thereon, securing its ends s0 
as to prevent its becoming loose. They should be examined every two weeks, or 
oftener, and the grubs destroyed. Al fallen fruit should be removed from the 
orchard as soon as possible, and disposed of in such a manner as to destroy the 
grubs therein, 

There is much information to be obtained from horticultural works and 
periodicals. Among many others of value are ‘‘Downing’s Fruits and Fruit 
Trees of America,” ‘“‘ Barry’s Fruit Garden,’’ ‘‘ Elliott’s Handbook for Fruit 
Growers,’ ‘‘ Roe’s Manual on the Culture of Small Fruits.”’ The ‘‘ American 
Agriculturist,” the ‘‘Gardener’s Monthly,’ ‘* Rural New Yorker,” ‘ Fruit 
Recorder,” and ‘‘ Pacific Rural Press,’’ are excellent publications.

During the season past we have fruited many new varieties of fruits. Some 
of them have proved valuable acquisitions, and will be mentioned in their proper 
places. A larger proportion have proved unworthy, and will be discarded. We 
would not advise planting largely of any new untried variety, but would advise 
growers to procure a few plants or trees of the new varicties, and carefully test 
them. Experience is worth more to the grower than a volume of the highly 
colored descriptions of the originator. It costs no more to grow and send to 
market a choice variety, bringing ten or twelve cents per pound, than it does to 
grow and market an inferior variety bringing two or four cents. Persons with- 
out experience in the business in California will do well to leave the selection of 
varieties to us. We have been for many years engaged in the fruit shipping 
business, besides growing fruits for market, and feel competent to select. We 
offer for sale many new varieties of fruits and berries, before testing them, but 
we recommend none but those we have tested to our satisfaction, The descrip- 
tions of the new untested varieties are those of the originator, or of Hastern 
nurserymen, We do not aim to grow a long list of varieties, many of which are 
worthless, but confine ourselves to the best. 

Our trees and plants are as fine as can be grown anywhere, and we pack care- 
fully, and label each variety plainly. We will rectify any mistakes on our part 
if we are advised promptly. Small packages can be sent by mail if desired. 

Our terms are cash. Where satisfactory reference is given us, thirty days 
credit will be given, Remittances may be made by check, express packages, 


registered letter, or money orders on Auburn, California, 
Jorrespondents will give plain and full directions as to how and by what route 


they wish trees shipped.

A recent introduction, described as larger than the “ Bartlett,’ to which it 
bears a strong resemblance, The skin is smooth, bright yellow when the fruit 
is fully matured, with the parts exposed to the sun, brilliant red or carmine. 
The flesh, while it is very like that of the Bartlett, is free from its strong musky 
aroma, and it is firm to the core. It commences to ripen about the Ist of 
August, before the Bartlett, and extends into September. We have not yet 
fruited it.

STRAWBERRIES. 


Great care should be exercised in the selection of varieties. The safest 
way is to plant but a few plants of a new variety, and test them fully 
before planting largely, unless you can rely on the person recommending 
them; and eyen then, success is not certain to fullow, for there is no fruit 
in which soil and location make such a difference as with the strawberry; 
and the berry that is a perfect success here, may fail in other soils but a 
few rods distant. 

We will in our descriptions and opinions of strawberries, tell just 
what we know of each variety, even though we know that an ad- 
verse opinion of some varieties may lose us the sale of thousands of 


plants. 
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The system for successful cultivation may be stated in a few words: 
manure heavily, cultivate thoroughly, irrigate frequently, keep free from 
weeds, and keep off the runners. In planting, shorten the roots by cut- 
ting off about one half, and spread the roots well out. Shortening them 
facilitates planting, and also causes them to start to grow quicker. 

“A Manual on the Culture of Small Fruits,” by E. P. Roe, tells how 
to plant, grow, and market ail kinds of small fruits. “ Success with 
Small Fruits,” by the same author, is a beautiful and instructive work— 
the best on the subject we have ever seen. It is handsomely and pro- 
fusely illustrated, and should have a place in eyery library. Strawberry 
growers, especially new beginners, will find such works of much value. 


VARIETIES.

It ripened its first 
berries in 1880 on June 4th, and on June 11th in 1881. The present sea- 
son, when everything is nearly two weeks later than usual, it was ripe on 
June 20th, and afforded a good picking on the 26th—in all instances 
fully ten days ahead of the Brandywine by the side of it, with the same 
treatment. Of course, such a berry would command a high price in 
market, but this is not conjecture, as it has for the past three years—in 
fact, ever since shipped for sale—sold for twenty-five cents per pint, 
wholesale. 

Judge Parry, who has introduced more varieties of this fruit than any- 
body else in America, and than whom no one knows more about raspber- 
ries, said at a meeting of Horticulturists held on the grounds where it 
originated, after inspecting ten acres of it in fruiting : 

“This is my first sight of this berry although I have heard of it for 
several years, I am very much pleased with the appearance of it. It is 
proof in itself of its earliness, as everyone who has witnessed it can bear 
testimony. It is of fair size, fine color, and because of its firmness of 
flesh must carry well, look well and sell well in the market. It possesses 
all of these essential and most desirable qualities, and from appearance 
it must be perfectly hardy, as there has been no protection whatever to 
it. It stands exposed on soil not particularly well suited to grow rasp- 
berries, but on fair farm land, that gives assurance that. it will do well 
anywhere that a hardy raspberry will grow. I think it will be an acqui- 
sition among small fruits, coming in earlier than any raspberry, black, 
white, purple, or any color; it stands single and alone, and above all 
competition, At the present time I think there is no other raspberry 
that can compete with it in all the qualities that are desirable for a rasp- 
berry for the market.” 


[From the Rural New-Yorker.| 


The Rural New-Yorker takes a pardonable pride in being the first to 
present life-like illustrations of new fruits which give promise of filling 
a hitherto unoccupied place or that show decided improvements over 
older kinds. We now present a fancy sketch of the new Hansell Rasp- 
berry, fancy in the arrangement, but very accurate as to the berry itself. 
Jn what respects is it superior to well-known varieties ? In the one re- 
spect of earliness. It is believed to be, by trustworthy judges, the earli- 
est red raspberry known. The berries are very firm, of a bright red 
color, and good in quality, as we ourselves can testify—while as to hardi- 
ness, it has never as yet, we are told, been injured in the grounds of its 
origin, viz: the farm of the Hansell Brothers.

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STRAWBERRIES. 


Great care should be exercised in the selection of varieties. The safest 
way is to plant but a few plants of a new variety, and test them fully 
before planting largely, unless you can rely on the person recommending 
them ; and even then success is not sure to follow, for there is no fruit 
in which soil and location make such a difference as with the strawberry; 
and the berry that is a perfect success here, may fail in other soils but a 
few rods distant. 


We will in our descriptions and opinions of strawberries, tell just 
what we kmow of each variety, even though we know that an ad- 
verse opinion of some varieties may lose us the sale of thousands of 
plants. 

The system for successful cultivation may be stated in a few words : 
Manure heavily, cultivate thoroughly, irrigate frequently, keep free from 
weeds, and keep off the runners. In planting, shorten the roots by cut- 
ting off about one-half, and spread the roots well out. Shortening them 
facilitates planting, and also causes them to start to grow quicker. 


“A Manual on the Culture of Small Fruits,” by E. P. Roe, tells how 
to plant, grow, and market all kinds of small fruits. “Success with 
Small Fruits,” by the same author, is a beautiful and instructive work— 
the best on the subject we have ever seen. It is handsomely and pro- 
fusely illustrated, and should have a place in every library. Strawberry 
growers, especially new beginners, will find such works of much value.

STRAWBERRIES. 


Great care should be exercised in the selection of varieties. The safest 
way is to plant but a few plants of a new variety, and test them fully before 
planting largely, unless you can rely on the person recommending them, 
and even then success is not sure to follow, for there is no fruit in which 
soil and location make such a difference as with the Strawberry; and the 
berry that is a perfect success here, may fail in other soils but a few rods 
distant. 

We will, in our descriptions and opinions of Strawberries, tell just 
what we know of each variety, even though we know that an adverse 
opinion of some varieties may lose us the sale of thousands of plants. 

The system for successful cultivation may be stated in a few words: Ma- 
nure heavily, cultivate thoroughly, irrigate frequently, keep free from weeds, 
and keep off the runners. In planting, shorten the roots by cutting off 
about one half, and spread the roots well out. Shortening them facilitates 
planting, and also causes them to start to grow quicker.
